I like listening to the early 
crust punk bands. It's just 
that there are so many 
crappy crust punk bands out 
there nowadays and so 
many fucking crappy posers 
calling themselves crusties. 
There are so many shitty 
bands that have come out in 
the past decade in hardcore 
punk as well. There are too 
many trendy ass holes that 
involve themselves in the 
scene because they think it 
makes them "different" or 
"cool" or "radical". Just take 
a look on myspace. 
Everyday I get a friend 
request from whatever 
country in the world of a new 
band after band that just 
sounds like everything else. 

It all sounds generic whether 
its another "crust band" or 
"punk band" or "dis...band" 
or dat..band. I just keep 
hearing the same old boring 
shit. 

As far as crust goes, well 
what does that even mean? 
All a "crusty" ever was, was 
a name for a dirty punk who 
lived on the streets or in a 
squat and didn’t shower 
much and lived close to 
poverty. This name later 
called "crust" came from a 
depressive time in the late 
80's when so much punk 
died out. People were trying 
to reinvent punk in a way by 
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using this word crust punk 
to describe really noisy 
harder punk that was being 
played in squats by really 
dirty punx who were living in 
abandon buildings and 
overall living a crappy 
depressive lives where in 
many cases lots of drugs 
were involved and alcohol 
abuse of course. 


The roots of crust 

I would say that the first 
crusties or crust scene 
began in Bristol England in 
early 80's. It started with 
bands like Amebix, Disorder 
and Chaos U.K. who were 
all squatting together. All the 
bands that came later in the 
80’s who called themselve 
by this new label 
crust were all heavil 
influenced by these 
first 3 band's music, 
style of dressing and 
all around lifestyle of 
squatting and living 
close to the gutter. 

Well living the street 
life. Two fingers in the 
air to having a job, 
living outside of the 
society, taking the 
dole money, robbing 
from the rich if you had 
to. 

Well these first band: 
from Bristol England 
were a quite new i 
breed of anarchist 

m 


punx who all played some 
good fucking raw noise and 
had a unique sound. These 
3 bands are quite often 
noted by people as being 
"the first crusties". If you 
don’t believed 
me then go * 
to youtube * 
and type 
up

in the squat that they lived together drinking 
homebrew alcohol, looking dirty and having a 
laugh while being interviewed. This is a good 
recorded documentation of the beginning of crust 
punk. Let's also not forget the commonly 
overlooked Anti-sect who also were formed in 82 
in Daventry, Northhamptonshire UK. who are 
frequently refereed to as being one of the first. 

These bands were the pioneers but many people 
who claim to be crust here in Finland have never 
even heard these bands. They seern to only 
know really late music from Doom as if they were 
the Sex Pistols or Crass of crust punk music 
scene. Well Doom is a really good band in my 
opinion but without Swedish 80's hardcore there 
would maybe be no doom Doom even made an 
album called "Hail to Sweden" where they 
covered all these 80's hardcore Swedish punk 
bands in which were their main influences. By 
the way Doom started in the late 80's in case you 
fucking jerk off's didn't know. But seriously these 
young fucking spoiled brats I have been seeing 
in the scene, well many of them dont know their 
shit. Let's not forget to mention other band's such 
as Extreme Noise Terror which started in 85 or 
the metal influenced punk band HellBastard who 
coined the word "crust" in their first demo called 
"Ripper Crust" in 1986. A lot of these young 
wanna be crust kids that I see in the scene 
worship Disrupt but dont even see that it's a later 
band from U S A. that merely copied Extreme 
Noise Terror None of them see to know the 
roots of what they listen to. Nausea is the only 
good crust band from U S A. in my opinion and 
actually they were probably the first from the 
states beginning in 85 ending in 92. 

People always need a 
label. The sheep always need something to 
follow 

I am so pissed off with the fucking pathetic 
stupidity of people who try to use labels to 
separate each other .1 mean really who cares if 
its "crust punk", "77", "street punk", "hardcore", 
"chaos punk", "82" or whatever label you wanna 
give it. Its all punk to me. These are all labels at 
the end of the day to separate people ... I just 
believe that the new trendy word to use these 
days is "crust". Yes, crust is quite the trend these 
days in Finland which I find quite funny because 
there are no crushes here. People here live too 
good and have it too easy. Crushes are fucken 
dirty and poor So far in Finland I have not seen 
any really poor people who live in poverty in the 


punk scene. Yeah sometimes my friends cant 
afford some food but that is because they spent it 
all in the bar. That's not poverty. I mean Finland 
has a really good social system, if you don’t have 
a job well most of the times you can get the 
social office to pay for mostly everything Well in 
fact I think that is something to be proud of and 
one reason I'm happy to live in Finland. Poverty 
is not cool, I have lived through it. I like having a 
warm place to live and not starving. I like it that if 
I have a job I don’t have to be a slave to my boss 
in the fear of him firing me and that leading to 
homelessness 

Its just that I have just never seen so many 
clean people with money who use this label on 
themselves without knowing what it really means. 
I have lived in squats, I have seen poverty, I 
have seen violence, I have lived around junkies. I 
am more crust then any of these spoiled fucking 
brats but having a label is not important to me. 
They seem to have everything they need and are 
yet so obsessed with a trendy word in which they 
have no clue of the meaning. I think that most 
people who use this word here don't even have 
any idea of its meaning or where it came from. 
They have no idea of who the original bands 
were in which were labeled "crust", "crusty" or 
"crustpunk" .... 

Although by the time anyone reads this rnaybe 
there will be a new catchy word to for people to 
call themselves or a new trend to follow . ... This 
is Jonathan Fuck of Anti-Kontrol signing off.

This night was booked tor Control, but for 
unknown reasons in the last minute the 
headliner was changed to Last Resort. So, 
we had three of our local acts and oldies 
from England. 

Night started with our local Oilact, The 
Hoist. Hoist worked on their new material 
all summer and this was their opportunity 
to show it off. I wasn't anxious ,1 couldn't 
belive that they could come up with 
something new. It was their moment to 
shine and this time lads learned their 
lesson, they are back with hard hitting Oil 
nice surprise indeed, there are rumours 
around the town, that their new album will 
hit the streets soon. Keep your eyes open 
on that band, they have some surprises 
under their bell 

After short brake, it was time for our 
second band, Barking Irons. They hail from 
Helsinki and their music is somewhere in 
between rockabilly, oi punk and rock and 
roll.

Yeah, well the thing about that is it was 
a label idea. In Europe True Force 
released 250 with a blue lettered cover 
and in North America Longshot Music 
released 250 with a red lettered cover. I 
don't know if it would be a collectors 
item or not. I know that in 


might be the case, but in the US I 
believe there will be a second press on 
colour vinyl. 


I understood that there were only 
250 copies made in total. What kind 
of respond was so far, does 
everything goes as you planned? 


No. There was 250 released in Europe 
on True Force and 250 released in 
North America on Longshot Music. I 
know that supplies of the record are 
drying up ail over. Our response so far 
has been great, we have now played all 
over the USA to 
a good variety 
of audiences. 

We played a 
major festival on 
the east coast 
and just finished 
our first v/est 

coast tour. In less than two years we 
have released two ep's and a split with 
The Broadsiders, and recorded a third 
ep to be released early next year. It 
has been great. 

I can honestly say though that it has not 















First off we had a iine up change, and I can 
say without being sarcastic that it certainly 
was not what I would have planned for the 
long haul. We have had our own personal 
ups and downs. But as far as playing, 
recording, and getting a good response it 
has vastly out paced any kind of plans we 
may have had. Now we are just taking the 
ball and running with it. 

I've noticed it myself, that some of the 
labels tend to add some extra which in 
reality does not exist, and some of them 
brutally lie. Your first release, as I recall 
it correct, was released thru Dead End 
Social Club, what kind of connection 
you have to them? How you ended up at 
Longshot and True Force here in 
Europe? 

Well when the band first came into its own 
all three members were in the Dead End 
Social Club. Which is an Olympia, 
Washington based group of friends who 
want to put on shows, through dance 
nights, and release the kind of music they 
listen too. The group had released records 
already, so it was pretty logical to work on 
Aires and Graces as their next recording 
project. We got in touch with Longshot 
because Mike the label owner wrote a 
positive review of the "Hope and Fortitude" 
EP in Maximum RocknRoll. After a few 


quick emails and conversations we decided 
to work together and he brought Pablo from 
True Force into the picture. It was all pretty 
organic really , it all developed from me 
talking to Mike for a while about it. 

Since you have established your self in 
America, in one way or another and you 
guys had a release in Europe as well, do 
you think you might play a gig or do a 
tour here in Europe ... 

Yeah, we would like to play Europe, that is 
for sure. I feel the only thing holding us 
back from doing it is the fiscal aspect of 
doing it and some logistics. 

Since space running short in the zine. I'll 
keep it to the basics, what future holds 
for the bands, new releases on the way 
or is there anything else ... 


Well, thanks again for the interview( We 
are fans of the zine. We recorded a new 
EP with our new line up just before leaving 
on our two fall tours. We expect this EP to 
be released in early 2010. We are 
currently waiting for the holidays to be over 
then working on a proper full length release 
in the winter/early new year. We have 
plans to tour the southwest of the USA and 
then are trying to figure out our plans for 
the rest of the year. Europe, maybe?

Une vie Dour rien 


We began the zine in spring 1997. We 
wanted to develop our vision of the oi! scene 
and the skinhead (counter ) culture. We try to 
have a continuity in the spirit. We are quite 
selective. We've always tried into the zine to 
speak a lot about the lyrics, the meaning of the 
band and not only basic interviews. Since the 
beginning one part of the zine is about history 
and skinhead culture in general (or at least our 
vision of the skinhead culture) with articles 
about old bands like 4-Skins, Criminal Class 
and interviews of old characters from the 
scene: Tai-Luc the singer of La Souris 
Deglinguee a cult band for all the French 
skinheads, punks or rockers, Francois and 
Laurent, formers Berurier Noir, the most well 
known punk band in France, Roi Pearce the 
singer of The Last Resort, Denis from the first 
Parisian skinhead band Swingo Porkies, Fabian 
one of the first Parisian skinhead back in 77- 
78, Benoit the ex-singer from Camera Silens, 
Steeve Goodman, etc. And the main part is of 
course long interviews with nowdays oi! (and 
also Early reggae/ rock steady) bands. Usually 
we try to find bands who have social, rebel and 
revolted lyrics but not directly involved into 
politic, we think it is the strongest way for an 
oi! band. We do all our interviews live. 


W e did only 7 issues of the zine until 
now, but there is quite a lot to read, 3 are 
professionally printed, interviews are in French 
and English and with issue 4, 6, and 7 we made 
a vinyl 7” with 4 tracks from 4 of the bands 
interviewed. We print between 1000 and 1500 
copies of each issue, which is very good for a 
French fanzine. 

In 2004, we begun the label. We met 
the Janitors, they were a new young band (all 
members were around 20) with great sound and 
excellent lyrics, the best new band I heard in 
France for years! They were exactly in the 
same spirit .than us. We begun friends really 
quickly. At this time, they was some small 
labels in France that had a good spirit like 
LTDC and Coquenais, but with a bad 
distribution and not very “serious”. And there 
was (and there is still) a quite big label, Bords 
de Seine, but if he issue some good stuff, some 
stuff also are not so good I think and also not 
exactly in our spirit. I though The Janitors 
needed a great L*b|] lnthi^^jgh and was 








So we begun the label like 
that, and we had at the 
same period the opportunity 
to issue some unreleased 
tracks from Swingo Porkies, 
the first parisian oi! band, as

My lirst fanzine 
“HAGL” (“Have

song) was born 
in 1983. 

Newcastle was 
a hub of activity 
then with more 
fanzines being 
printed in 
Benwell 
Resource 
Centre 

(a community project where you printed 
your own publications) than there are now 
in the whole of the UK - a depressing 
statistic. 

It was set up with the help of an ad in 
SOUNDS (which was then still a good 
read, but soon became a laughing stock 
and began to feature rubbish like new 
romantics like JAPAN on it’s cover) and I 
was surprised when I suddenly found quite 
well known bands like THE 
DESTRUCTORS contacting me. 

I started the fanzine at a time where a lot 
of bands had started to wimp out and there 
were some smug, elitist types prepared to 
defend them. I wanted to put the cat 
amongst the pigeons and slag the fuck out 
of these bands who sold out in the name of 
“progression” (some, like the Violators or 


Romantic scene for example, and 
produced some shocking records - then 
you had Discharge's “Grave New World” - 
Christ!). Not only that but I wanted to put a 
bit of humour into the scene. These were 
bleak times, with Thatcher declaring all out 
war on the working class. I hated her as 
much as everyone else did but I made 
sure my attacks were as direct and 
offensive as possible instead of some 
boring longwinded political essav.

I 
celebrated 20 years of if in 2003 with a one 
off large issue , centre stage being given to 
a great Ol POLLOI interview. Deek attracts 
a lot of criticism for his 
forthright opinions, and the 
thrash/metal stuff does 
fuck all for me, but he puts 
heart and soul into every 
interview and it’s 
refreshing to see someone 
who’s views haven’t 
changed since the 80’s. 

Then I hit upon the idea of setting up a 
fanzine with the work (and printing costs - 
by now the main burden of doing a zine) 
split between 3 editors. “NEGATIVE 
REACTION” was born and a hugely 
optimistic 600 copies were printed - mind 
you they all went in the end , partly thanks 
to co-editor Bison doing the main stall at 
HITS. Alter a few issues the novelty was 
wearing off , people who offered to help 
sell it were disappearing, less were buying 
it, so by issue 5 I decided to just do 120 
copies at a local community 
project with my girlfriend 
Dawn as co-Ed. A bit 
awkward when the person 
operating the photocopier 
was religious! 

After a couple issues we 
got it printed again - 
figuring No.7 had 


COCK SPARRER 
and NEUROTICS 
in - it might sell! - 
but it was always s 
case of offloading 
as many copies as 
we could on 
Bison’s stall al 
Blackpool/after 
realising I couldn’t 
be arsed to go 
around hassling 
people to buy it 
when there was 
drink to be had, and bands to see. 

The zine’s finest hour must surely be my 
25 year anniversary issue, no.11 (still 
called NEGATIVE REACTION, so maybe 
not 100% correct about the 25 years), the 

classic contempt for 
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biggest issue I’ve ever done, with yet 
another great Ol POLLOI interview and a 
classic one from ATTILA THE 
STOCKBROKER, amongst all kinds of 
other stuff. Peter from Moloko Plus zine in 
Germany kindly gave us 200+ copies ol a 
Moloko comp to give away with it. 

Finally came the new issue, no.12 
featuring GIMP FIST, KUNT & THE 
GANG, DIPSOMANIACS, DAVE HANN 
(author ol No Relreat book), D’CORNER 
BOIS and ANTHRAX. This was a struggle 
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to put together because most UK 01 bands 
these days seem to be tough-guy 
posturing with a metal edge and lyrics 
straight out ot The Sun 
(“The Sun” is the UK’s biggest selling 
newspaper - a horrible, divisive tabloid that 
publishes scaremongering/made up/ 
exaggerated stories about the 
unemployed, sick and disabled, turning the 
working class againsl the vulnerable 
instead ot questioning what the 
government and their big business triends 
are up to. It’s pro-ID cards/big brother 
state, pro-Iraq war, pro-royal tamily ; and 
staunchly anti- trade union/workers rights

So basically I was running out of bands to 
interview, because I don’t like most new 
punk either, with it’s out of tune 
Americanised college kid vocals and 
soulless lyrics. 

The final straw was the printers quote 
which meant that even if I sold every single 
copy I would still make a big loss.

have either shit punk or stupid new 
school hardcore, but Oi or even 
street punk nobody played 

By the way, we started to talk 
about skinheads, to what 
subcultures you feel close to? 

Moisha: I shave my head ( 
everyone laughs) 

Ostap: Me & and Moisha are skins 
and we feel great about it. Doc is 
punk. 

Doc. Punx and skins united 
Mitja: Me? Fuck knows. I’m-the 
main actor. I love Oi, punk, old 
school HC, and music like grunge 
and stoner are not that far away 
also. 

What you guys can say about 
punk and oi scene in Ukraine? 

Mitja: You what? 

Moisha: there is nothing to talk 
about. 

Ostap: Wank and not the scene 
Mitja: we don't have any scene in 
Ukraine. We had a band called 
Rebel Boys, but they split up a 
while a go. Nobody really knows 
what happened to them. We also 
have Rude Riot, they are our 
friends, also shared a stage with 
them couple of times.

What you think 
about politics? 

Doc: Fuck the politics 
Ostap: Let's just say that politics 
does not play any kind of role in our 
life's. Fuck totalitarianism and shit. 

How abot racism? 

Moisha: Racism - is a sign of stupid 
human being, and his stupidity in 
general. I'm ok with "racism" word, 
but not with racist I bloody hate 
them!! 

Mitja: I don’t feel close to anti racist 
movement. I strongly belive, that 
the main problem is the stupidity. It 
doesn't matter what he wears, 
bomber jacket and bovver boots or 
regural type of clothing. 
Boneheads, cops and just idiots - 
they all don't leave us alone, they 
disturb people and the scene 
Ostap: Shit, you made great deal of 
talking. HI be short - I don't give a 
fuck about your colour, white or 
black, if his is an idiot - he must be 
kicked, if he is not - we will go and 
have some beer with him 

Ok, I understood where your 
point is. What kind of plans you 
have for the future? You don't 
have that much songs, if we talk 
about the demo ...

RUSSIAN TOUR REPORT 


H, everyone. 

I'm very honoured to have an opportunity 
to write report about our tour ( Unity of 
inlerior ) with German's SS-Kaliert in 
Russia. Ill try to tell the story how it was in 
every city where we played. Tour lasted 
from 8th to 13th of April '09. We visited 
Moscow, Serpuhov, St. Petersburg and 
bur hometown Perozavodsk. It's all started 
in Moscow, at first night played SS-Kaliert, 
Diagens Unity of Inferior, Nitsego 
Horosego and Mad Chase, we had a 
crowd about 250 punks in club " Tabula 
Rassa" - very good place, I must say, plus 
they had a top sound .. Atmosphere was 
very friendly and up beat, - that's what we 
expected to be. All the lads who came to 
see tie show, were pogoing throughout 
the gig and supported the bands lill the 
final end. And one giant thanx for that. 

On the next day we visited Serpuhov- they 
had a club there in a old warehouse ( or at 
least it looked like one ), they had a bar 
and backstage room for musicians. To my 
biggest amazement, they had an excellent 
sound. Very dean and powerful, and I 
won't talk about lights and smoke .._ 


Only 100 showed up, half of them we met 
already at previous night. We played. 
Germans did and they had also Fatal 
System, once again a perfect night. It's just 
that, somewhere in the middle of the gig, 
cops showed up, took few drunk punx with 
them and other police officers stayed in a 
front of the entrance. Later we found out, 
that local bonehead crew was about to 
storm the place, police tried to make sure, 
that nothing happens, however we never 
saw no one that night. 

Right after the gig we took a bus and went 
back to the Moscow and sat on the train 
towards the St Petersburg After the 
sleeping on train, we were in Russian's 
cultural capital, St.Petersburg. 

Railway station was full with the hooligans, 
but this time they were out numbered. We 
had our breakfast and after the trip around 
the town, we hit to the club. This time, it's 
an old Soviet house of culture, it's a pool 
place nowadays, anyway's they had a 
stage there... 
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local Oi band, Nitsego Horosego and only 
50 people in the house. 

However, this 50 punx made pogo as fuck 
SS-Kaliert made their best performance 
during the all tour, guitarist was running 
around the stage like 

a crazy ass, other went nuts with a crowd, 
vocalist danced aCircle pit with a crowd, 
absolutely fantastic. We all were satisfied. 
By the end of the day we ended up in a 
rent flat and celebrate the ending of the 
tour. We made straight away agreement 
about German's next four in Russia, and 
on the other hand we also talked about our 
trip to Germany (unfortunately, some of us 
have a problems with a law) and of course 
we drank beer and vodka, German's 
shouting Russian swear words ... 


Unfortunately, sound wasen't thal great 
this evening, but it didn'1 stop the bands & 
crowd of 350 heads to enjoy themselves. It 
was most crowded gig during all tour. 
Besides us & Germans there were also on 
stage local punx Komaioz and Britva. 
Unfortunately, we didn't have time to check 
out the bands, 'cause we had to run 
towards railway station bul everyone 
who saw them, say that the bands were at 
their best shape. Circle pit, stage diving, 
everything was on a world’s class... Soon 
after we got out from the club, we noticed 
next door house was surrounded by cops, 

I think they took some people in also. 
Accordng to the gents in blue, our local 
nazi "heroes" called to the police station, 
and told that dub is full of bombs and it will 
blow up in any minute. But they proved to 
us once again how stupid they are, we 
could not stop laughing, they gave wrong 
bloody address. I won't never forget that, 
German's also had a good laugh. 

Last town was our home ground, 
Petrozavodsk, our small rock bar SWAN, 
with a stage this time. SWAN had a really 
bad sound, but for thal kind of place it was 
perfect. Bands were SS-Kaliert, us and

Punk Rock filth from Great Britain 


Barse were formed in Ihe late 90’s in 
Stanley (a dead end smalltown of mass 
unemployment 12 miles from Newcastle) 
by Gash Flaps and Andy Anxiety, two 
prolific songwriters with a love for all things 
77. They had recorded numerous tapes on 
a 4 track before I visited Andy’s house in 
1999 to trade records. I couldn’t believe 
what I was hearing, it sounded like a long 
lost demo of KBD punk - I was even 
tempted to stick a few songs on a T and 
pretend it was a long lost rarity. Lucky I’m 
honest eh? (ha!). Anyway they were 
booked into the studio ASAP to do the first 
album “Negative Reaction” in a studio in 
Newcastle. They whizzed through all the 
18 songs and nuts outro in a day. Just a 
shame the engineer wasn’t as 
professional. I guess he was too worried 
about the crowd gathered in the studio. “I 
can’t work under these conditions" he 
whimpered. Understandable. Our driver 
had 8 treble vodkas and bit someone’s ear 
in the pub up the road for bullshitting, and 
Rick (drummer) had to drive us back. 

The CD was sent to press and after 2 
months of bullshitting by the pressing plant 
(ran by a geezer from the Count Bishops 
who seemed to take the song “Speed 
freak” a bit too seriously) the final product 
was unleashed in year 2000 to good 
reviews, the great songs overshadowing 
the average production job. 

They played a demented first gig at 
Newcastle’s Dog & Parrot pub which also 
saw the singer from the main band 
(Mercyless Kop) smash bottles off his 
head. The place was like a zoo. Full of 
absolute loons. Great night. 

A 7” single “Council Estate” was released 
on USA’s Rapid Pulse recs but due to the 
stand in drummer fucking em about and 



Gash having to do it himself, it was a bit 
rushed. 

The name is short for “bird’s arse” so 
lyrically you will either love them or hate 
them. Naturally they had more than their 
fair share of scrapes with the politically 
correct. Especially in Leeds, the PC 
capital, where they had a pint thrown over 
them before they played a note and the 
electricity was pulled mid-set. Gash 
reacted by saying “Shame Peter Sutcliffe 
couldn’t be here tonight” whilst Kev , the 
band’s cameraman, dropped his 
camcorder and shouted “You’re all fucking 
wankers”. Now how the fuck was I meant 
to get them gigs? 

The band’s second album (released on 
CD and 500 only white vinyl) saw em 
hooking up with Hells Tone recs (a play on 







the label owners name of Hellsten) in 
Finland. Recorded on the bands own 8 
track in a council house it got even better 
reviews than the lirst album. However the 
omens tor Andy the original singer were 
not looking good. “She classes this (the 
recording ot the album) as my night out" he 
said, relerring to his domineering woman. 
Family life had got the better of him, and 
the band regrouped with Gash on vocals 
for the 2003 “Better Be Ready" T again on 
Hells Tone (500 only red vinyl) , their finest 
moment to date, featuring a tasteful 
Charles Manson murder scene on the 
cover and a brilliant collage of The Beatles 
Apple logo for a label, which now boasted 
fanny lips! “Waste Your Time” is probably 
one of the most nuts songs you will ever 
hear, a stop/start bundle of hate with police 
sirens et all. Their tour of Finland to 
promote it lived up to all expectations with 
the band riding the luggage carousel at 
customs and Gash being ordered to sit at 
the front of the plane on the way back. 
Things were quiet till 2006 where they did 
a split 7” with their mates from Finland, 

The Heartburns on Hells Tone. This came 
on blue vinyl. Cover was a bit 
disappointing (coulda been an indie band) 
but there was fuck all disappointing about i 
the music , both bands churning out some 
great obnoxious punk rock. 

Later that year the long awaited third 
album was recorded, yet again on the 
band’s 8 track, and by now Gash had 
mastered the art completely. The band had 
a new drummer, and things were looking 
up. Then disaster struck. Gash was found 
hanging in his flat. Casual observers had 
noticed the hatred and despair in the lyrics 
to the new album, whereas I just put it 
down to Gash’s warped sense of humour, 
and it came as a big shock to me. He was 
the most talented person I’ve ever met, 
filling in on drums, guitar, bass or vocals 
whenever the need arose. Luckily Vesku 
(Hells Tone) - despite there no longer 
being a band to promote it - still released 
the CD, charmingly entitled “If You Can’t 


Fuck Em Cut Em Up". It combines all the 
great tunes and demented lyric genius with 
musicianship and production most bands 
would kill for. Just a shame Gash wasn’t 
around to see the reviews. 

And it wasn’t over yet. Vesku had some 
unreleased demos which date from before 
the first album. I was given the job of sifting 
through these and found some great mod 
tinged punk that was too good to be 
forgotten. The best 10 were combined with 
the tracks from their last 2 7”s and became 
“Singles & Rarities” which also boasted a 
fine album from Brummy punks 
□’CORNER BOIS on the same disc. Both 
this and the last Barse studio album got 
great reviews in MRR despite being 
renowned for it’s PC leanings. 

Andy Anxiety, now out of his problematic 
relationship, has started recording his own 
TV Personalities style albums on a 4 track 
, and has recently unearthed another lost 
Barse tape with good unreleased songs 
like “Greedy”, “Frigid Bridget” and a great 
cover of Motorhead’s “Damage Case” . 
These will probably eventually appear on 
comp CD’s - any labels interested contact

Whoever has 
been in the band knows that feeling, I 
suppose, it's a great deal of fun, rather just 
making money out of it. There is nothing 
wrong to get extra coin out of it either.

Ruthless pride is a punk band from 
Montpellier, France, created in 2002 by 4 
mates, Niko-guitar/vocals (ex-the stoicks/ 
ex-Anti clockwise), Laurent-vocals (ex- 
Provok), Anabelle-guitar (ex-Ovules 
destroy) and Assiat-bass, alter many 
drummers changes, Rat keep the tunction 
and the band records his first demo, 
Troublemakers”, in december 2005. Main 
influences are the second wave of British 
punk and oi. Laurent is a HxC fan too, and 
you can hear it in his way of singing. Lyrics 
owe to be direct and easy, dealing with 
friendship, integrity, violence, pride of 
being uncommon or the simple fact of 
taking pleasure in getting drunk and 
spread the fucking chaos all around. 

After some gigs in their own town with 
some local bands, back to studio in 
february 2006 


for the recording of 2 new songs, 
(“Bloodbath” and “Where can you go?”), 
just before Laurent and Assiat leave the 
band for personal reasons. 

Niko takes vocals and after one year tryin 
useless bass players, Vincent, also playing 
with Raf in Zoldier Noiz takes the function 
for the recording of the second demo in 
2008. The CD, limited to 200 copies 
contains 7 tracks, including 3 old songs 
from the first demo and a new version of 
“Where can you go?”. Anabelle leaves the 
band also compeling Ruthless Pride to 
cancel some dates in France and in 
foreign lands. She's replaced by Jessica 
(ex “Ovules Destroy”). 

The band actually works on an album for a 
CZH label, 4subculture Rds, that should be 
released during year 2009.
